A  GREATLY  IMPORTANT  MEETING 
OF  THE  FOREIGN  BOARD

At  t|he  Convention  in  Hot  Springs  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  held  a  session  and  de¬ 
cided  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
should  lie  held  on  June  5-6.  Accordingly 
the  Board  met  in  Richmond  at  10  o’clock  on 
Wednesday  morning  the  5th  inst.,  and  In-- 
gan  what  was  one  of  the  most  important 
meetings  the  Board  has  ever  held.  The  first 
matter  in  order  was  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  year. 

Mr.  William  Ellison  was  elected  president. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Qwathmey  was  elected  treasurer. 

Dr.  j  T.  B.  Ray  wus  elected  associate  see  : 
retar  j. 

Thb  present  world  conditions,  which  call 
us  immediately  to  greatly  enlarged  effort  in 
Foreign  Mission  work  to  meet  unusual  op¬ 
portunities  and  imperious  demands,  made 
this  meeting  one  of  extraordinary  impor¬ 
tance.  Feeling  the  weight  of  responsibility 
upon  them,  much  time  was  spent  throughout 
the  tii’o  days  in  earnest  supplication  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  for  that 


wisdom  which  someth  down  from  sls>7r. 

A  program  was  followed  which  brought 
under  review  the  present  situation  and  pro¬ 
voked  large  deliberation  upon  it.  Sufh  mat¬ 
ters  as  the  task  set  for  the  Bon ’"d  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention;  the  part  in  the 
campaign  work  which  should  be  taken  by 
those  members  who  represent  the  respective 
states;  the  co-operative  relationships  involv¬ 
ed  in  conducting  the  work ;  the  relation  of 
the  home  constituency  to  the  missionaries  on 
the  field,  and  of  the  missionaries  on  the  field 
to  the  home  constituency,  and  other  such 
vital  matters  received  prayerful  and  earnest 
attention. 

Especial  thought  and  deliberation  were 
bestowed  upon  the  responsibilities  created 
for  the  Board  by  the  action  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion’s  instructions  to  the  Board  that  it  en¬ 
deavor  to  raise  one  and  a  half  million  dol¬ 
lars,  and  the  wise  action  to  pursue  now  that 
the  Convention  has  no  apportionment  com¬ 
mittee.  After  full  consideration  of  this  as 
peet  of  the  matter,  the  Board  adopted  the 
following : 

•  There  arc  several  actions  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  at  its  late  session  to 
which  the  earnest  attention  of  all  our  people 
ought  to  be  directed  and  concerning  which 
the  Foreign  Board  ought  to  make  several  im¬ 
portant  statements. 

“The  Convention,  without  suggestion 
from  this  Board,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote 
fixed  the  sum  of  money  to  lie  raised  for  the 
current  work  of  Foreign  Missions  for  this 
Convention  year  at  a  million  and  a  half  dob 
lars.  Roughly*  speaking  this  would  involve  a 
general  advance  of  75  per  cent,  over  the  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  Convention  year  just 
closed.  Heretofore  for  many  years  the  Con¬ 
vention  has  had  a  committee  on  apportion¬ 
ment  who  undertook  to  suggest  to  the  var¬ 
ious  states  in  the  Convention  what  sums  they 
were  expected  each  to  raise  for  this  great 
work.  This  apportionment  while  not,  of 
course,  rigidly  binding  was  suggestive  and 
furnished  a  sort  of  rough  outline  of  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  raising  money.  This  year  the  ap¬ 
portionment  committee  was  abolished  and  in 
connection  with  this  action,  the  Convention 
emphasized  more  strongly  than  ever  its  right 
of  free  ueeeaS  to  the  churches  in  its  consti¬ 
tuency  in  the  interest  of  its  work.  In  these 
conditions  the  Foreign  Board  would  most 
earnestly  represent  to  Southern  Baptists 
everywhere,  and  more  particularly  and 
,  especially  to  State  Conventions  and  Assoria 
lions  and  their  State  Boards  and  Seerctar- 
t  ics,  that  the  new  task  act  for  the  Board  is 
l  one  of  great  magnitude  and  will  challenge 
,  the  faith  and  courage  of  our  people.  It  is 
by  no  means  a  task  beyond  our  strength  and 
under  the  blessing  of  God  our  people  may 
compass  it.  But  to  achieve  this  result  we 
I  must  put  forth  more  earnest,  enthusiastic 
and  systematic  effort  than  wc  have  ever  done 
I  before. 

n  “This  Board  would  not  undertake  to  do 
J  what  the  Convention  itself,  by  its  discharge 
el  of  the  committee  on  apportionment,  declined 
to  do,  namely,  to  suggesl  to  the  states  what 
y|  portion  of  the  million  and  a  half  each  of 
it]  them  is  expected  to  raise.  It  leaves  that  mat- 
,ej  ter  with  the  State  Conventions  and  Boards, 
it!  The  Foreign  Miasion  Board  would,  however 
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urgently  pres*  upon  those  who  make  the  pro¬ 
gram*  for  their  states  the  vital  importance 
of  making  them  large  and  liberal,  and  of 
naming  not  a  maximum,  but  a  minimum 
amount. 

The  Foreign  Illarion  Board  would  also  as- 
•ure  our  brethren  of  the  State  Convention* 
and  of  the  State  Board*  that  in  the  exer 
ciae  of  the  freedom  of  access  to  the  churches 
claimed  by  the  Convention,  thi*  Board  inrn* 
to  aeek  at  all  time*  the  counsel  of  our  state 
•  rganization*  and  to  keep  i-i  fullest  and  moat 
sympathetic  touch  with  them.  Wherever  it 
may  be  nee— try  for  this  Board  to  put  into 
the  field  extra  worker*  to  pres*  thi*  great 
intereat  upon  the  heart*  and  mind*  of  the 
People,  the  utmost  pain*  will  be  taken  to  in¬ 
terfere  a*  little  a*  possible  with  the  matured 
plan*  and  purpu*e*  of  State  Board*.  We 
gladly  recognize  the  cordial  and  invaluable 
and  indeed  indispensable  aid  which  these 
organization*  have  always  rendered  to  this 
Convention  interest,  and  we  now  count  on 
yet  larger  and  more  enthusiastic  support 
from  them. 

“The  task  set  for  u*  in  the  figures  named 
by  the  (  onvention  is  so  great,  *o  far  beyond 
anything  which  the  churches  of  the  Conven 
tion  have  given  to  this  great  interest  .that 
we  are  profoundly  convinced  of  the  necessity 
of  U-ginuing  at  once  to  organize,  develop  and 
inform  the  miH*ionary  spirit  of  our  people. 
We  can  by  no  means  afford  to  let  things  drift 
along  through  thine  early  months  of  the 
Convention  year,  relying  u|>ou  some  more  or 
le**  KpaMUiodie  and  intense*  campaign  in  the 
closing  week*.  We  must  rely  u|k>ii  State 
Secretaries  and  State  Boards  and  our  As- 
sooiational  Representatives  to  organize  the 
district  associations  us  thoroughly  us  pos¬ 
sible  and  thees  assocations  in  turn  must,  in 
every  way  open  to  them,  stimulate  and  pro¬ 
mote  the  missionary  spirit  in  the  churches  of 
their  membership]  With  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion  formed  as  early  as  practicable,  reaching 
into  every  community  of  the  South  and  con¬ 
tinuing  actively  in  this  work  until  the  very 
dose  of  the  Convention  ycur,  we  can  con¬ 
fidently  chant  upon  n  victorious  achievement. 
Such  an  organization,  of  course,  will  be  re¬ 
enforced  all  over  the  land  by  the  thousands 
of  Women's  Missionary  Societies  already 
actively  at  work  To  alt  of  these  agencies 
throughout  the  states  of  the  Convention,  this 
Board  would  send  its  t'hristan  salutations 
Let  u*  under  the  blessing  of  God  make  thi* 
year  memorable  in  the  history  of  this  great¬ 
est  of  all  our  Christian  enterprises. '  ’ 

I,  who  am  not  a  member  of  the  Board,  can 
fittingly  ask  my  brethren  and  sister*  of  the 
South  to  give  the  Board  the  most  practical 
cooperation  iu  carrying  out  the  instructions 
of  the  Convention  along  lines  which  they, 
have,  after  much  prayer  and  deliberation, 
adopted.  The  task  which  the  Convention 
ha*  given  the  Hoard  will  require  for  its  per¬ 
formance  not  only  the  greatest  energy  of  the 
Board  but  the  concurring  action  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  and  churches  throughout  the  South. 
There  was  in  the  Board  a  solemn  sense  of 
the  weight qies*  of  the  task  of  raising  a  mil¬ 
lion  and  a  half  dollars  for  Foreign  Missions. 
There  was  much  crying  to  God  for  help  equal 
to  »uch  a  taak.  There  was  evident  a  craving 


for  the  fellowship  of  all  the  brethren  and 
•  sisters  in  thi*  task  which  surely  will  not  be 
withheld. 

Eighteen  missionaries  were  appointed. 
These  young  people  represent  the  best  life  of 
our  churches,  are  among  the  be*t  products 
of  our  schools,  and  undertake  to  repreaent 
Southern  Baptist*  among  the  nations  which 
sit  in  darkness.  A  few  of  the  beleaguered  out¬ 
post*  in  Brazil,  Japan  and*  China  will  be  re¬ 
enforced  by  these  choice  and  heroic  young 
men  and  women  who  have  volunteered  to  go 
to  the  relief  of  their  brethren  and  sisters. 
At  an  early  meeting  of  the  Board  others 
w'ill  probably  be  appointed.  1  would  ask 
of  all  our  people  that  unceasing  prayers  be 
offered  for  these  young  people,  the  mission 
aries  on  the  field,  those  who  are  to  follow ; 
and  that  others  still  may  be  palled  into  the 
ripened  harvest  fields  which  in  many  lands 
Nuffcr  loss  for  lack  of  laborers.  Wnile  we 
pray  let  u*  keep  constantly  in  mind  and  in¬ 
form  the  rank  ahd  file  of  our  people  that 
greatly  enlarged  contributions  to  this  work 
are  necessary  to  provide  for  these  new  work¬ 
ers  and  to  carry  out  the  program  which  the 
Convention  has  made.

It  may  not  realize  it,  has 
not  in  most  eases  demonstrated  it,  but  it  is 
Hod’s  chosen  agency  for  doing  His  work. 
It  is  11  in  body  in  which  He  lives  and  by 
which  Ilje  ministers  to  a  world  in  lined  and 
to  which]  He  brings  redemption  from  sin. 

THE  CHURCH--ITS  CONTENT  AND  IN- 
TENT. 


Condit|ions  now  and  then  compel  a  rcstudy 
of  an  old  subject.  Some  old  subjects  arc  em¬ 
inently  worthy  of  restudy,  and  this  is  one 
of  them. |  A  good  deal  of  the  world's  the¬ 
ology  huft  been  built  up  around  this  word  or 
this  institution  and  a  good  deal  of  the  con¬ 
troversy  among  Christians  originates  at  this 
point.  We  ought  sometimes  to  try  to  get 
away  frijm  the  theological  opinions  and 
statements  that  have  lieeome  set  like  a  block 
of  concrete  and-  away  from  the  confuaion  of 
controversy  and  make  a  study  of  those 
Scriptures  which  are  the  original  souives  of 
our  knowledge  and  the  grounds  of  our  the¬ 
ological  positions.  This  is  not  to  discount 
the  treatijses  on  these  snbjeets;  they  have 
their  plate  and  their  value;  but  rightly 
studied  the  Scriptures  themselves  furnish  us 
with  something  more  immediately  useful 
than  mere  theological  lines  of  lingittuie  and 
latitude,  lit  is  a  good  thing  to  know  "where 
we  arc  a)’’  in  our  creeds,  but  is  more  i in 
mediately j  useful  to  know  what  a  church  is 
for  uud  to  be  concerned  as  to  whether  it  is 
performing  its  function. 

The  firslt  occasion  of  the  use  of  the  word  so 
far  us  the  New  Testament  record  shows  is  in 
the  sixteenth  chapter  of  Matthew,  where 
Jesus  says  "Thou  art, Peter  and  on  this  rock 
I  will  build  my  church.”  This  place  is  im¬ 
mediately  converted  into  a  theological  gym¬ 
nasium  inj  which  Baptists  begin  a  boxing 
match,  or  exercising  with  the  punch  bug.  or 
jabbing  the  bayonet  into  some  enemy  mani¬ 
kin  ;  or  a  wrestling  match  with  one  another 
over  its  interprention.  It  is  almost  as  fruit¬ 
ful  of  controversy  as  John  3:5  and  as  bar 
itn  of  results.  We  ignore,  as  the  disciples 
did.  the  need  of  the  blind  nmn  and  start  a 
controversy  over  the  ancient  question  as  to 
"'who  did  fiinf"  It  is  so  much  easier  to  con¬ 
tend  over  an  academic  question  than  to  get 
busy  with  fulfilling  our  mission. 

In  the  ease  of  this  Scripture  passage  about 
the  church,  we  are  so  afraid  that  somebody 
will  abuse  the  meaning  of  it  or  him  abused 
it,  that  wil  are  resolved  to  make  it  mean 
something  else  entirely.  The  use  of  the  word 
occurs  hero  for  the  first  time  apparently, 
after  Jesus  had  spent  mouths  in  the  effort 
to  make  Himself  known  to  the  disciples.  He 
had  fought  His  way  through  misunderstand¬ 
ing  of  Himself  and  misinterpretation  of  the 
Mcssiunie  prophecies  until  He  had  now  won 
the  first  great  objective.  The  Pharisees  and 


rulers  to  the  last  remained  In  determined 
^ignorance  and  stubborn  opposition.  Ia  the 
|  last  week  of  Hi*  ministry  Jesus  asked  them 
i  the  question  "What  think  ye  of  the  Christ, 
whose  Son  is  Het”  Their  answer  showed 
|  they  had  a  wholly  inadequate  conception  of 
|  Him.  Hut  the  simple  minded  people  were 
[more  open  to  teaching,  and  the  disriples  had 
liern  befor  ethis,  at  the  time  the  word  church 
is  used,  won  to  the  truth  whieh  Peter  ex- 
Ipreaacd  in  "thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Sou  of 
the  living  Hod.” 

Now  Jesus  for  the  first  time  can  say  church 
to  them.  Surely  there  ia  n  suggestion  to  us 
here  that  it  ia  time-  enough  to  teach  the 
people  something  about  the  church  and  men- 
lion  the  question  of  church  niemberaaip  whist 
they  have  come  to  real  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Himself.  •  It  will  be  easier  then,  but  until 
then  they  are  in  no  position  to  hear  about 
I  he  church.  This  ia  not  to  minimize  its  place 
pr  its  value.  Jesus  had  always  intended  to 
Introduce  it,  the  perpetuity  of  the  truth  and 
the  propagation  of  the  guapel  are  im|N*suble 
without  it,  but  the  rhurrh  itself  is  an  im¬ 
possibility  and  membership  in  it  is  an  an¬ 
achronism  and  a  calamity  unless  there  has 
*1  ready  been  a  grasp  by  faith  upon  the  truth 
as  divinely  revraled  in  Jesus.  When  this  is 
attained  Jesus  is  overjoyed  not  only  because 
qf  what  has  lieen  done  in  reaching  this  point, 
but  in  what  it  means  now  in  the  founding 
and  forming  of  His  church  whieh  is  to  ex¬ 
press  and  embody  His  words  and  perpetuate 
gnd  guarantee  Ills  purpose.  Listen  to  Ilia 
Words  of  overflowing  rapturous  joy  as  He 
greet*  the  confukion  which  His  questions  had 
•ficitcd  from  Peter:  "Blessed  art  thou, 
Simon  Bar  Jonah ,  for  flesh  and  blood  hath 
ijot  revealed  it  jo  thee,  but  my  Father  who 
i*  in  heaven."  It  ia  as  if  the  first  great  suc¬ 
cess  of  His  ministry  is  attained.  The  dis¬ 
ciples  at  last  have  ronic  to  a  divinely  reveal- 
ell  apprehension  of  Him  and  outspoken  ex 
invasion  of  their  faith.  Now  He  can  look 
forward  to  the  future  with  confidence  and 
toy  and  He  begins  to  plan  for  it  immediate¬ 
ly  and  speak  of  it. 

That  future  means  a  church,  a  group  of 
people  who  have  found  the  truth  and  are 
ready  to  speak  it,  to  testify  of  Him.  They 
arc  now  prepared  fo  preach  and  teach,  to 
ukc  up  Hia  work  and  carry  it  on  when  He 
is  gone.  He  ia  not  afraid  now  that  His  mis 
sion  is  a  failure.  He  can  continue  to  work 
in  hope  and  to  die  without  regret.  When 
He  is  gone  there  will  be  those  who  are  ready 
to  move  on  with  the  work.  "The  gute*  of 
hades  shall  not  prevail  against  it." 

But  we  have  passed  over  the  point  in  con¬ 
troversy.  That  will  never  do  at  all.  Some¬ 
body  would  be  sure  to  be  diauppointed  if  we 
didn't  say  something  about  Peter  and  the 
•rock  Not  to  satisfy  the  controversialist  but 
to  keep  the  record  straight,  let’s  come  back 
to  it.  Jesus  has  the  joy  of  one  who  has  at 
last  led  another  fully  into  the  light.  Peter 
if  not  the  first  to  see  it,  was  at  least  the 
first  to  speak  out  boldly  hia  conviction. 
This  is  what  plcuscs  Jesus.  If  there  is  any¬ 
thing  better  than  seeing  the  truth  and  be¬ 
lieving  it,  it  is  having  the  courage  to  speak 
out.  This  sort  of  man  ia  not  only  saved,  he 
is  the  hope  of  saving  others.  He  is  bouud  to 
be  the  leader  and  the  strength  of  others.

The  church  nt  Brooksville  put  on  the  bud 
get  for  the  full  amouni  of  their  apportion¬ 
ment  which  was  fgSOO.  Besides  paying  this 
amount  systematically  through  the  Wild  get 
plan  they  gave  a  special  offering  to  Foreign 
Missions  of  $12:?  and  H  special  offering  t>> 
Home  Minions  of  $390.  They  are  now  pi. 
paring  fo^-  their  special)  offering  this  month 
to  Christian  Education.  Doean*t  this  prove 
my  contention  that  tho  budget  plan  opens 
the  way  for  free-will  giving!

ARE  WE  PREPARED  FOR  PEACE 

\  Many  a  time  have  we  heard  that  the  war 
fqund  us  unprepared  and  often  do  we  hear 
it  said  that  we  want  peace,  But  had  it  ever 
oienrred  to  you  that  we  are  not  prepared  for 
peace!  And  had  it  occurred  to  you  that 
piece  is  not  with  the  enemy,  but  with  God's 
p topic  III  the  Old  Testament  peace  elvers 
eamc  when  God’s  people  were  right  with 
God.  Nothing  was  said  about  the  strength, 
of  the  weakness  of  the  foe.  When  a  golden 
wjrdge  was  stolen  Israel  failed  against  s 
handful.  G<sl  had  to  whip  His  people  back 
into  line.  And  as  He  used  Cyrus  in  the 
(lavs  of  old.  so  Hr  may  he  using  the  Kaiser 
today.  Many  of  our  people  were  fascinated 
by  the  German  aehool  system  until  the  war 
eijme.  And  if  war  should  MM  now,  they 
wbuld  soon  go  to  it  again.  Until  we  are 
willing  to  win|»ort  those  institutions  which 
n»ke  for  peace,  and  make  war  impossible 
wt  are  not  ready  for  peace.  At  present  we 
eve  not  read} 

The  challenge  has  gone  out  from  a  Laurel 
iqBn  to  the  170,000  Baptists  of  Mississippi, 
saying  that  he  will  lie  one  of  twenty  to  pay 
rtfi. 000  due  July  5th  Only  one  man  has 
joined  him.  We  have  written  38  letters  try- 
iiU  to  find  others ;  besides  we  have  seen  some 
personally.  Some  to  whom  we  have  written 
have  bought  $10,000  Liberty  Bonds.  This 
iij  well  and  g«ssl.  But  those  bonds  would 
I  Hay  school  debts  and  serve  the  country  at  the 
s|me  time.  Some  have  made  investments  of 
*60,000  in  u  placi  That  is  not  bail.  But 
the  appalling  thing  is  the  leaving  undone  of 
tie  weightier  matter*.  This  is  not  intended 
aji  a  rebuke;  but  it  is  intended  to  show  that 
if  the  war  should  cease  to  he  now,  our 
» (hristiaii  schools  upon  which  depend  perma¬ 
nent  peace  would  continue  to  suffer  as  they 
h(ave  been  suffering.  For  our  people  have 
not  given  our  schools  sufficient  support  be 
fore  the  war  began.  And  much  of  this 
money  which  is  being  invested  was  made  be¬ 
fore  the  war  bognn.  So  people  cannot  use 
the  war  as  an  excuse  for  not  supporting  our 
sch(%i'  When  a  man  buys  a  Liberty  Bond, 
il  is  supposed  in  the  majority  of  cases  that 
he  has  faith  to  believe  that  he  can  live  with¬ 
out  that  money  for  five  years.  Could  he' not 
h|»ve  faith  to  believe  he  could  live  on  after 
1023,  if  he  should  give  to  Christian  eduea 
t^on. 

Brother  Wesson*  ’*  remark  was  timely 
w(hen  he  said  that  there  was  not  enough  de- 
I*  n.lenee  on  God  in  this  war.  The  Presi¬ 
dent's  conception  of  what  we  are  fighting

To  many  Chrtatlan  rnlnd*  thl* 
question  I*  useleaa.  becauae  they  are 
convinced  of  Ita  Importance  But 
with  many  it  Is  an  open  question 
I  mean  lo  say  that  many  Christian 
lather*  and  mothers  are  not  convln- 
■  ed  that  the  Ohrlettan  factor  In  edu¬ 
cation  counts  for  much.  If  there  la 
any  deubt  as  to  the  correctness  of 
I  statement  let  a  census  be  taken 
of  our  state  Inattentions.  It  will  be 
found  that  the  great  majority  of 
students  of  tbeee  Institutions  are 
from  Methodist,  Presbyterian  and 
Baptist  homes.  Therefore,  the 
answer  to  the  question  la  pertinent 

1.  What  is  the  most  Important 
element  In  the  make-np  of  an  In¬ 
dividual?  The  correct  answer  to 
this  queetlon  will  help  us  to  answer 
the  main  queetlon.  It  Is  hardly  bla 
body,  thongh  that  ts  Important.  It 
Is  hardly  hla  Intellect,  though  that 
la  Important  May  be  the  anul  la  the 
moet  Important  element  That  la 
esactly  what  Jesus  meant  when  lie 
said,  "What  shall  It  profit  a  man  If 
he  gain  the  whole  world  aril  lose  | 
hie  own  anul,"  or  hi*  own  life?  It  | 
la  beyond  question  that  Jeeua  re¬ 
garded  the  moral  elament  In  a  man  I 
the  moet  Important.  Jhen  unquev- 1 
tlonably  that  education  which  baa  In 
do  primarily  with  the  unfold  lug  anil 
proper  development  of  this  highest 
element  Is  tremendously  important. 

2.  The  Importance  of  the  Chrla- 

tlon  factor  In  education  la  seen 
again  In  the  opinions  of  noted  edu¬ 
cator*.  One  of  the  leading  think¬ 
ers  of  the  South  thus  states  the 
case:  The  culture  of  evangelistic 

fervor  linked  with  the  finest  learn¬ 
ing  Is  the  highest  culture .”  An¬ 
other  mature  scholar  and  thinker  of 
the  South  states  the  case  more 
strongly:  "The  college  days  are  a 
•tormful  and  stressful  period  In  the 
life  of  fbe  youlb  Better  were  *t  a 
thousand  times  that  a  student 
should  receive  the  Impress  of  a  sane 
well-poiaed.  simple-hearted.  gen¬ 
uinely  Christian  teacher,  even 
though  not  so  brilliant,  than  that  bn 


should  alt  at  the  feet  of  the  bright- II 
eat  German  rationalist  and  become  I 
an  Infidel."  The  highest  type  of 
man  can  not  be  produced  apart  from  I 
the  Christian  factor  In  education. 
The  primary,  purpose  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  factor  In  education  la  not  sol 
much  t«f  furnish  technical  training 
for  the  various  professions  as  to 
MAKE  MEN  for  the  professions. 

3.  The  importance  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  factor  In  education  la  seen  also 
In  the  total  lack  of  It  In  the  German 
system  of  education.  The  entire 
system  of  education  of  that  brutal 
nation  la  under  the  control  of  the 
state.  The  Christian  element  la  an 
unknown  quantity.  The  end  ot  their 
education  la  three-fold — to  mold  a 
slate  of  mind  which  regards  the 
Oerman  citizen  aa  the  super-man;  I 
which  regards  ^he  German  rare  as  I 
the  super-race;  which  regards  the 
German  atate  aa  the  super-state 
With  this  atate  of  mind  permanent-! 
ly  fixed,  stripped  ot  the  Christian  | 
element,  the  nation  has  been  pro- 
pared  to  accept  the  barbarian  prln-l 
elple  that  "might  make  right." I 
In  order  to  put  Into  execution  efier-| 
lively  this  principle  ot  the  Jungle  a 
twin  Jungle  principle  la  lnculculat-1 
ed  through  their  achool  system, 
"faith,  hope,  hate,  but  greatest  of 
these  la  hate  "  Mind  yon.  this  state 
of  mind  Is  the  full  fruitage  of  a  I 
system  of  education  which  knows  no 
Ood  except  the  "good  old  German 
Oolt"  who  Is  the  dark  prince  df  this 
ungodly  aortal  order.  Here  then  Is 
the  secret  of  that  diabolical,  boody 
hand's  baring  been  laid  to  the  throat 
of  ^he  world — a  atate  of  mind  bull!

II.  What  l»  the  IllsUnrUve  fhar- 
acter  of  this  Christian  Factor? 

Unless  there  Is  something  dis¬ 
tinctive  In  Christian  Education  the 
doors  ot  every  Christian  School  I 
ought  to  be  rloaed  at  this  very  hour 
There  Is  absolutely  no  other  Juatl- 1 
fleatton  of  any  appeal  for  money  to  I 
equip  and  endow  Christian  schools. 
Well,  what  la  this  distinctive  some¬ 
thing? 

1:  This  d'allnctlve  something  Is  I 
found  li  the  personal  touch  of  stu¬ 
dents  with  genuinely  Chrtatlan  men 
aa  teachers  No  Christian  Institu¬ 
tion  ought  to  tolerate  men  In  Us 
faculty  whose  lives  are  not  positive¬ 
ly  Christian.  The  touch  of  a  con¬ 
secrated  personality  it  one  of  God's 
great  blessings  to  a  student.  I  may
